REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited prior 
art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a process of producing glass comprising the 
claimed steps of increasing the water content in raw material, melting the raw material 
to obtain molten glass in combination with vacuum degassing the molten gas wherein 
the pressure P of the molten glass is made to be at most (6.1W+0.06)atm. 

Tanaka does disclose increasing the water content from 0.020 wt% to 0.028wt%. 
However, Tanaka's increase water content does follow the claimed relation of pressure 
P of the molten glass be at most (6.1W+0.06) atm when the molten glass is being 
vacuumed degassed.
